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For Future Commerce or Missile-Firing 
A-Sub Nautilus Heading for Europe 
After Pioneering New Polar Path 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
American atomic submarine Nau­ 
tilus headed toward 
Europe to­ 
day after pioneering a transpolar 
path for tomorrow’s commerce— 
or missile firing undersea craft. 
In complete secrecy, the Nau­ 
tilus — world's first nuclear su b - 
completed its epic 1,830 mile jour­ 
ney under ice four days ago. It 
traveled from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, passing through the Arc­ 
tic 
Sea 
lying 
between 
North 
America and Russia. 
News of the dramatic feat was 
announced 
Friday 
at a special 
White House ceremony. President 
Eisenhower 
decorated 
the 
sub 
commander, who was flown back 
especially for the occasion. And 
Eisenhower awarded a unit cita­ 
tion 
to 
the 
Nautilus' 
liftman 
crew. 
In his citation to the subcom­ 
mander, Navy Cmdr. William R. 
Anderson, 37, Eisenhower stressed 
the c o m m e r c i a l possibilities 
opened up by the Nautilus' voy­ 
age The military implications are 
obvious, 
but the 
President left 
them unmentioned. 
"This" he said, "points the way 
for further exploration and pus si- 
hie use of this route by nuclear 
powered cargo submarines as a 
new commercial seaway between 
the major oceans of the world.’* 
If Washington preferred to ig­ 
nore publicly the military impli­ 
cations, London did not. A British 
naval source said “ it means that 
atomic-dnven 
submarine* 
could 
cross from the north coast of th# 
American continent beneath 
th* 
ice to launch attacks on the north­ 
ern shore of the Soviet Union.'* 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment by the Russians, but a Com­ 
munist newspaper in Pans said 
it 
showed 
that 
“ American 
re­ 
search is in no way orientated to­ 
ward pacific realizations.” 
The new* of the Nautilus' voy­ 
age across the top of the world 
was nourishing for an American 
public that has had a diet of Rus­ 
sian firsts in science and arms. 
The White House obviously in­ 
tended it to be so. By plan, there 
was first deep secrecy, then a tan­ 
talizing hint of a good story to 
come. This was followed by the 
dramatic announcement and cer­ 
emony. 
But to whatever prestige estab­ 
lishing purpose 
the 
government 
put the Nautilus* feat, the long 
cruise beneath the sea did com­ 
pile a record of artful navigation, 
cold courage and technical skill., 
The Nautilus left Pearl Harbor, j 
Hawaii, before dawn on July 23. j 
Sailing 
silently 
northward, 
it 
passed through the Bering Strait, 
between Alaska and Siberia, and 
on toward the arctic. 
Anderson, who hails from Waver­ 
ly, Tenn., wa* asked by newsmen j 
if he thought the Russians may i 
have detected the Nautilus as it 
moved through the Bering Strait. 
“ lf the Russians detected us 
they're awfully good,” Anderson 
replied. 
From the Bering Strait on, the 
Nautilus opt'rated in international 
waters 
But although the Arctic 
Ocean is designated as interna­ 
tional, it is divided into spheres 
of interest — Russian on the one 
hand 
and 
U S , 
Canadian 
and 
Danish on the other. 
Denmark 
owns Greenland. 
In charting the “ Northwest Pas­ 


sage” from the Bering Sea to the 
Greenland Sea, the Nautilus trav­ 
eled for 96 houri submerged un­ 
der a thick ice cover. The sub 
was navigated by a form of dead 
reckoning. 
Late last Sunday, the Nautilus 
reached the North 
Pole 
From 
there, Anderson wrote Eisenhow­ 
er a letter noting the event and 
wishing the President “ Godspeed 
in your continuing fight for world 
peace ” 
Anderson left the Nautilus by 
helicopter when it was off iceland. 
He wa* taken to an air base and 
flown by plane to the capital. 
FTom here, he is scheduled to 
fly the Atlantic and board the 
Nautilus before she makes a West­ 
ern 
European port, possibly in 
England. 
While Anderson Is away from 


his ship, he told a news confer­ 
ence, "my extremely capable ex­ 
ecutive officer,” Lt, Cmdr. Frank 
Adams of Tunica, Miss., will take 
the Nautilus on toward her desti­ 
nation.

The Senate measure allow* 280 
million dollars for four-year col 
lege scholarships to be awarded 
at the rate of about 23,000 a year 
for the four years of the program. 
Each recipient would get at least 
$500 annually, and up to $500 more 
if needed. 
The Hill measure also includes 
315 million dollars of student loan 
funds. 
One of its provisions which has 
no counterpart in the House bill 
would authorize 202 million dol­ 
lars for teachers' institutes to Im­ 
prove the general level of instruc­ 
tion.

Jung gave one of his rare inter­ 
views Friday to deny reports that 
he believes 
flying saucers 
are 
real. He said he has investigated 
the saucer reports for IO years. 
But the 83-year-old psychologist 
said he finally came to the con­ 
clusion that people who claim to 
have 
seen 
flying 
saucer* 
are 
searching 
for 
a 
new 
“ Savior” 
and reviving the ancient Savior 
myths to satisfy their psychologi­ 
cal needs. 
“Their minds are cornered by 
the ba I situation in which our 
world is today,” he said. “They 
are in need of answers to their 
anxious questions, answers which 
nobody can give them. That is 
why they let their fantasy run on 
the lines of flying saucers and 
similar objects, 
“ In my study on the subject, 
I have 
again and again coma 


! across the Idea that the saucers 
contained creatures who come to 
earth to 'help' or 'instruct' u*. 
This clearly shows the observer'* 
own desire for help.” 
Jung said he had gotten no­

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Benefits Up, So Are Taxes 


In accordance with its now time-honored 
election year custom, the House of Repre­ 
sentatives voted, with only a whisper of 
dissent, to fatten social security benefits. 
The members obviously had no gnawing 
fcoubt about the popularity of their action 
—the vote was 375 to 2. And they may ba 
right. 
The 12 million individuals now drawing 
•octal security benefits represent a hefty 
segment of votes and they will undoubted­ 
ly be duly grateful for an increase in pen­ 
sions whose purchasing power is being 
•teadily diluted by inflation. 
But there is another and less pleasant 
side to the picture, as Rep. John W. 
Byrnes of Wisconsin p o i n t s out. Every 
time social security benefits go up — and 
this is the fifth consecutive election year 
that the House has voted enthusiastically to 
raise them—taxes go up, too. 
The result of the latest action, if it Is ap­ 
proved by the Senate, will bt to hike the 
social security tax of every man and wom­ 
an who earns as much as $4,800 a year 
from $04 50 to $120 annually. Employer* 


would pay a similar amount, to make the 
total $240. Ten years hence the annual tax 
bite will rise to $216 under the proposed 
schedules—$432 with the addition of the 
employer's share. 
The tax is likely to go still higher if Con­ 
gress continues this custom of boosting 
benefits each time an election rolls around. 
Mr. Byrnes wonders whether this elec­ 
tion year habit may not eventually force 
taxes so high as to “kill public support” 
for the social security program. That’s a 
danger more real than C o n g r e s s now 
seems willing to admit. If there are 12 mil­ 
lion beneficiaries, there are 60 million 
working men and w o m e n -not to mention 
employers—who have to pay the freight. 
The social security tax is piled on top of 
the heavy burden of federal income taxes 
and in many states on top of a heavy state 
income tax as well. The working people 
who pay these taxes are bound to have 
some second thoughts about social secur­ 
ity if Congress keeps on raising retirement 
benefits and tax rates election year after 
election year. 


DeGaulle Stalks Problems 


French Premier De Gaulle is tackling 
head-on one of the two problems he must 
surmount if France is to be a strong na­ 
tion again. 
He has unveiled a constitutional reform 
program to end the confusion and instabil­ 
ity in the French government which top­ 
pled 27 premiers in less than 13 years. Hi* 
other major problem, on which he will un­ 
doubtedly act later, is to find a permanent 
solution to the rebellion in Algeria. 
The De Gaulle reform plan has some in­ 
teresting correlations to the United States 
system of government, w-hich has proved 
through the years to have both stability 
and flexibility to meet crises. 


The plan would call for a stronger presi­ 
dent and allow the executive to dissolve 
the National Assembly and call for new 
elections, a power which the President of 
the United States does not have. 
The reforms would sis© bar legislators 
from executive posts, thus requiring a 
switch from the British cabinet plan to the 
separation of powers in the U. S. system. 
Finally, it would establish a sort of su­ 
preme court to act as a watchdog for the 
constitution. 
De Gaulle has a tremendous selling job 
to do before the public referendum tenta­ 
tively slated for October I. 


More Rail Help Needed 


Under a congressional enactment, the 
railroads of the country will have access to 
$500 million of government guaranteed 
loans for 15 years to help them work out of 
their deteriorating financial position. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
also is given authority to remove revenue- 
losmg interstate and intrastate t r a i n s . 
Thus the rails gam credit and the chance 
of reducing losses.

Does 
that signify a trend toward government 
ownership and operation of railroads which 
nearly every other nation practices? 
There will be no alternative if the finan­ 
cial stringency of the rails continues de­ 
spite government loans.

Don’t bo so rough on your spec­ 
tacles. 
Anyone who w e a r s 
glasses 
knows how very important they 
are in virtually everything you do. 
But I'm amaned at the haphasard 
way most of you handle your 
glasses. 
They are precision instruments, 
you know; instruments upon which 
your life might depend. 
So in the interest of preventing 
cruelty to glasses, let me pass on 
a few tips from the Better Vision 
Institute: 
Whenever 
you 
put 
on 
your 
glasses or take them off, use both 
hands and handle them gently to 
avoid disturbing their alignment. 
When you set them down, be 
sure they rest upon the sidepieces 
or nms, not on the lenses. Fre­ 
quent rubbing against hard fur 
faces such ss tables will soon 
scratch the lenses. 
For the same reason, don’t put 
your glasses in your pocket or 
handbag without first placing them 
in a protective case. Coins, keys, 
nail files, compacts and so forth 
art apt to do considerable damage 
to the lenses or frames unless the 
glasses have some protection. 
You cen got a good, attractive 
glass case just about anywhere 
for very little money. They come 
in a wide variety of designs and 
are made from all aorta of mate­ 
rials. 
Of course you should dean your 
glasses at least once every day, 
but you’d be surprised how few 
persons do it. Water aad a deter­ 
gent do en effective job, or just 
water alone will suffice, 
If you prefer, you can use one 
of the many glass cleaners which 
you cen purchase in little tubes 
or phials. Specially-treated paper 
tissues are also available. 
WTiy anyone would want to try 


on another person’s glasses ie be­ 
yond me, but they sometimes do. 
I suggest that you do not permit 
such borrowing or trying on pro 
eedurts. 
For (me thing, it might disturb 
the meticulous adjustment of your 
glasses which, after all, were fit­ 
ted to your head with great pre­ 
cision. 
For another, any person who 
needs glasses rtquires his own 
particular 
prescription. 
Wearing 
glasses that were not prescribed 
for sn individual can do a person's 
eyes considerable harm. 
Just one more point: don’t beng 
your glasses on a table to empha­ 
sise a point, and don’t adopt the 
nervous habits of pulling at them
